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PPROVES CHANGES IN 
NAVAL RESERVE FORCE 


Seec’y Wilbur Favors Drastic 
Reorganization Plans 
Submitted 


WANTS COMPETENT FORCE 


A DRASTIC reorganization of the Naval 
Re-erve Force in accordance with the 
new Naval Reserve Regulations, 1925, 
was recently approved by Secretary Wil- 
bur. The new organization, for the first 
time in the history of the Naval Reserve, 
provides plans for the systematic build- 
ing up and maintenance of a competent 
auxiliary to the Regular Navy. 

The revision of the Naval Reserve Reg- 
ulations does away with the present. six 
— in the Naval Reserve. The Fleet 

Naval Reserve will include Classes 1, 2 
and 5 of the present Reserve Force; that 
is, officers and men who attend weekly 
drills and take two weeks’ active duty 
training each year. Class 3 of the old 
Reserve. which includes all Merchant Ma- 
rine officers holding commissions in the 
Reserve, becomes the Merchant Marine Re- 
serve, 

The new Volunteer Naval Reserve takes 
in Classes 4 and 6 of the old Reserve 
Force. Class 4, the Coast Defense Re- 
serve, is practically abolished. Class 6. 
composed of volunteers holding provisional 
commissions but taking no active duty or 
training is transferred practically intact. 

BECOME EFFECTIVE JULY 1 

The changes in organization, which be- 
come effective on July 1 in accordance 
with the Act of February 28, 1925, re- 
organizing the Reserve Force, will enable 
the Bureau of Navigation, with the co- 
operation of the commandants of all Naval 
Districts, to train an auxiliary naval force 
which will be ready for any national 
emergency. 

Naval officers point out that under the 
old system the Reserve Force was loosely 
organized. Despite the efforts of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation and various com- 
mandants, they declared, the Reserve was 
hot able to procure proper training since 
no objective was named. Under the new 
system each member of the Fleet Naval 
Reserve will know what ship he is going 
to in event of a sudden call and also 
the duties he will be called upon to 
perform. 

The assignment of the new Fleet Re- 
serve Force to destroyers has been care- 
fully worked out. The various Naval 
Districts have been allotted a certain num- 
ler of Fleet Divisions, and each Fleet ‘Di- 
Vision will man a destroyer or form part 
of the crew of another naval vessel when 
the destroyer assignment is filled.

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NAVY SELECTION BOARD PROMOTION

Clarence S. Williams, now 
president of the Naval War College, New- 
port, to duty as commander-in-chief, Asiatic 
Fleet, with rank of admiral, to succeed 

Adm. Thomas Washington. 

Rear Adm. Roger Welles, now com- 
mandant 5th Naval District and Naval 
Operating Base, Hampton Roads, to be 
commander naval forces in Europe, with 
rank of vice admiral, to succeed Vice Adm. 
Philip Andrew. 

Rear Adm. Richard H. Jackson, now as- 
sistant to the Chief of Naval Operations, 
to command the Battleship Division, Battle 
Fleet. with rank of vice admiral, to sue- 
ceed Vice Adm. Henry A. Wiley. 

The Secretary stated emphatically that 
no decision has been reached in the shore 
duty of the flag officers who are to be re- 
lieved from the fleet in this general shift- 
ing of high commands. Admiral Coontz 
will return in his flagship from Australia 
with the light cruisers that are to visit the 
South Sea Islands. He will not come 
through the Canal with the light cruisers, 
but will probably go to Seattle before he 
hauls down his flag as commander-in-chief 
of the United States Fleet. 

It is understood that he will ask for 
leave when he gives up the command of 
the fleet. before he is assigned to any shore 
duty. On account of his splendid record

NAVY NURSES ACQUITTED 
BY C.M. IN LIQUOR CASE 


HE court-martial at the navy yard, 

Washington, D. C., for the trial of Miss 
Ruth M. Anderson and Miss Katherine C. 
Glaney, of the Navy Nurse Corps, charged 
with having transported intoxicating liquor 
from Cuba to the United States and of 
having the same in their possession, re- 
sulted in their acquittal by the court 
June 17. 


Testimony in both cases was brief, the 
prosecution calling J. B. Boone, deputy 
customs inspector at Norfolk, Va., who 
found the contraband, and the defense ¢all- 
ing Miss K. Beatrice Bowman, superin- 
tendent of Navy nurses. Boone would not 
even swear that the stuff he had found 
was liquor. In his opinion it was. 

In opening the bottles of alleged liquor 
in court there was some amusement over 
the fact that no one in the courtroom was 
lucky enough to have a pocket corkscrew. 
Finally the corks were pried up from the 
bottle with a penknife. 

Miss Anderson admitted ownership of 
that portion of liquor charged to her, but 
denied that she knew it was in her lug- 
gage, returning from Guantanamo, Cuba, 
where both she and Miss Glaney had been 
stationed. A friend had sent her a present 
just before she sailed, but she had not 
opened it and did not know its contents 
before Mr. Boone seized it, she said. 

Miss Glancy admitted nothing; she 
entered no defense. The Government 
simply did not prove its charge.

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CLAIM BRITISH NAVY 
BEHIND IN CRUISERS 


English Also Allege Fleet 
Lacks Destroyers And 
Submarines 


JAPAN’S PROGRAM CITED 





TirAt Great Britain has put off until 
the very last moment the provision of 
new ships to replace those which have passed 
their prime, with the result that its pres- 
ent-day fleet, though sufliciently imposing 
on paper, contains a large proportion of 
second-rate vessels, deficient in speed, 
armament wnd other essential qualities, is 
the claim made in the May 15 issue of the 
Engineer of London, a publication that for 
many years haus been regarded as an au- 
thority. The Engineer goes on to state 
that this deficiency is particularly true of 
the cruisers, of which no more than a dozen 
compare at all favorably, it declares, with 
representative ships under foreign flags. _ 

The Engineer also goes on ta, say in 
part: “While it might be premature to 
speak of a new race for naval supremacy, 
there is an unmistakable tendency abroad 
to multiply vessels of which the aggregate 
ix not restricted by the Washington Treaty. 


URGE MORE NAVY FUNDS 


“Taking cruisers alone, it will be found that 
the five leading powers have legislated since that 
event for a total of 40 new cruisers, and of 
this number only seven are being built for the 
British Empire. In destroyers and submarines 
the British ratio of new tonnage is very much 
lower. Having regard to the magnitude of our 
sea interests, ii is clearly impossible for us to 
remain passive in the face of this progressive 
decline in our naval power. Imperative as the 
demand may be for economy in state ex pendi- 


ture, it must not be allowed to override the 
urgent needs of national defense. In the case 
of the Navy retrenchment has already been 
earried to the extreme limit. From now on it 


will pay us better to invest money in new ships 
than to spend it on the upkeep of material 
which is largely inefficient. 

“A study of the Navy List shows that about a 
seore of the cruisers retained for service have 
ceased to be effective for war purposes. As 
it is, they must continue to serve until replaced 
by something better, but the expenditure of 
laree sums year by year on ships of inferior 


fighting value is bad policy from every point 
of view. 
“Whether all the new cruisers should be of 


the 10,000-ton type which the Washington agree- 
ment has practically standardized is a problem 
of some importance. While ii is true that most 
of the foreign vessels now under construction 
belong to this class, both Japan and France 
have built ships of considerably smaller dimen- 
sions. Cruisers of 10,000 tons seem to us 
unnecessarily large for duty with the Battle 
Fleet, for which function ships of reduced dis- 
placement would probably be of equal use and 
much less expensive. It is to be hoped, there- 
fore, that our constructors will not acquire the 
habit of rewarding the maximum tonnage al- 
lowed by the treaty as the basic figure for all 
new cruiser designs. 


COMPARE CRUISER STRENGTH 


“The three French cruisers of the Duguay- 
Trouin ciass, although laid down after the 
treaty, have a normal displacement of only 


7.400 tons. High speed is their main feature, 
to achieve which both armament and protection 
have been sacrificed. The design has since been 
condemned by some of the foremost French 


critics. 

“Of greater the four Japanese 
cruisers of the Furutaka class, the nameship 
of which was put afloat in February, and the 
Kako in April, 1925. Displacing only 7,100 tons, 
they have a legend speed of 33 knots, and are 
armed with six 8-inch guns, so disposed as to 
permit of a full discharge on either beam and 
a bow fire of four guns. In planning these ships 
Japanese designers seem to have moved out of 
the rut in which some of their foreign colleagues 
are apparently content to remain. There is not, 
nor has there ever been, any technical objection 
to arming a ship of moderate size with a few 
heavy guns, instead of a greater number of 
lighter pieces. 

“But today, when the gun of medium calibre 
ean be worked as easily, and discharged almost 
as rapidly, as the quick-firer of an earlier period, 
and when, moreover, improved systems of fire 


interest are 


control ensure a reasonable percentage of hits 
under difficult conditions, the cast-iron rule of 
equipping light cruisers with no guns above 


than 10,000 tons, without suggesting that 
replicas of the design should be laid down for 
the British fleet, though it does seem to us that 
ships of this class would be more useful than 
vessels like the Enterprise and Emerald. 

“Half of the 195 destroyers of the British 
Navy were built during the war, and their 
normal span of life has been curtailed by the 
strenuous service they were called upon to per- 
form. Actually, therefore, Great Britain has 
only about 100 destroyers that are thoroughly 
efficient. The new French flotilla leaders, of 
which 21 are under construction and projected, 
are vessels of 2,360 tons, with a speed of 35.5 
knots, armed with five 5.1-inch guns. There are 
no leaders as powerful as this in our Navy. 
Japan, also, is reported to be planning a series 
of new destroyers to displace no less than 3,000 
tons and to carry several 5.5-inch guns. 

“Great Britain has fewer submarines than 
either the United States or Japan, though the 
type is one clearly destined to play an important 
part in naval strategy. Apart from the obso- 
lete K class, Great Britain at present has only 
five or six submarines capable of being employed 
as patrol ships or convoy guards on the oceanic 
trade rouies. 

“There will, no doubt,” says the Engineer, “be 
an outery in some quarters when the new ship- 
building program appears, for the cost is bound 
to be heavy. But the bill must be faced unless 
the country is prepared to sacrifice its sea power, 


which is synonymous with its safety, welfare 
and prosperity.”

crews from these organizations will be ready

Bureau Medicine and Surgery Form.—A new

Medical Boards.—The findings 
of the Medical Board in cases of appointment 
or promotion in, or transfer to, the Fleet 
Naval Reserve shall state whether the candi- 
date is or is not found physically qualified to 
perform all the duties of his rank at sea. Since 
the Naval Reserve Act does not require a Naval 
Reserve officer to be found physically qualified 
for duty on board a combatant vessel in time 
of war, findings in this respect should not be 
entered. P 

Physical defects will not be waived.—Physi- 
cal defects will not be waived for appointment 
in or transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve. 
Waivers for physical defects for promotion will 
not be granted where physical defects are 
present. 

Service record of officers to be closed out.— 
When officers are appointed in the new Naval 
Reserve it will no longer be necessary to main- 
tain service records for these officers. There- 
fore, when appointed, their service records 
should be closed out with appropriate entries 
and forwarded to the Bureau of Navigation 
for file in the jackets of the officers concerned. 
In the case of officers who are not appointed 
in the new Naval Reserve, their service rec- 
ords should be maintained until such time as 
they separate from the Naval Reserve by rea- 
son of expiration of enrollment or other 
causes. At that time their record should be 
closed out with appropriate entries and for- 
warded to the bureau. 

Form of correspondence.—The bureau de- 
sires to emphasize the fact that all correspond-

ence should pass through the hands of the 
commandant as required by Article H-1436. 
The permanent official residence of the officer 


who writes the letter should always be shown 
in the original. 

Appointment of Enlisted Men to Naval Acad- 
emy.—Naval Reserve enlisted men are eligible to 
compe‘e for 25 appointments to the Naval 
Academy as midshipmen each year. To be eli- 
gible to compete enlisted men must enter the 
Naval Reserve prior to 1 July of the year pre- 
ceding the date of entering the Academy. 

Trans‘er to Fleet Naval Reserve.—In view of 
the complete reorganization of the Naval Re- 
serve and the large amount of work in connec- 
tion therewith, the Bureau deems it inadvisable 
to further increase at this time the number of 
officers in the Fleet Naval Reserve. Therefore, 
applications for transfer to the Fleet Naval 
Reserve should not be submitted until reorgan- 
ization is completed.

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DECLARES COMPTROLLER 
EXCEEDS HIS AUTHORITY 


DEC LARATION that the Comptroller 

General is exceeding his authority in 
withholding the pay of Army and Navy 
officers as an offset for alleged overpay- 
ments of allowances for dependents was 
made by Judge Anderson, of the United 
States Court of Appeals, at Boston, on 
June 16, according to the Boston Tran- 
seript. 

The judge in announcing this doctrine 
Was passing upon two cases that came up 
from the United States District Court. 
He declared that no officer of the Govern- 
ment possesses the authority that the 
Comptroller Gener: al is assuming. 

The court said: “To sustain this claim 
would make the Comptroller General 
judge, jury and deputy marshal, armed 
with an execution in behalf of the United 
States. To withhold salaries would or 
might cripple the naval and Army serv- 
ices. No such power is vested in any 
official.” . 

In both cases the decree of the United 
States District Court was affirmed. 
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U.S.M.C. DUTY FOR GEN. BUTLER 


RIG. GEN. SMEDLEY D. BUTLER 

is to resign as public safety director 
of Philadelphia and return to active duty 
with the Marine Corps at least by Janu- 
ary 1, according to reports at the Navy 
Department. The Navy Directory of May, 
1925, gives his address as Headquarters 
Marine Corps, Washington, D. C., and it 
is presumed that he will be assigned to duty 
at the headquarters. It is not understood 
that his determination to return to the 
Marine Corps has anything to do with af- 
fairs in Philadelphia, but that he has taken 
this step owing to a desire to return to 
duty with the corps.

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NAVY PERSONNEL BILL 
AROUSES DISCUSSION 


Proposed Legislation Still 
Contains Complicated 





Provisions 
NOW IN TENTATIVE FORM 
IKE all other naval personnel bills, 
some of the provisions of the Britten 
bill are rather complicated, and are al- 
rendy a subject of animated discussion 


throughout the Navy. The bill, as stated 
in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of June 
13, is only in a tentative form, and it is 
apt to be amended before submitted to 
Congress. 

The first section is a lengthy one, 
seven provisos. These qualifying  pro- 
visions indicate the work that has been 
done on the bill during the conferences with 
Mr. Britten. 

The first

proviso substitutes “service 
ineligibility for promo- 
tion” instead of “age ineligibility for pro- 
motion,” and extends such ineligibility 
down to include lieutenants and lieuten- 
ants (j.g The next proviso retains the 
provisions in the present law applying to 


officers on shore duty in time of war. 
Shore duty in time of war is virtually 
classed as sea duty. 

The next proviso fixes the date from 
which classes in the Naval Academy who 
graduated during the war shall compute 
their time. It provides that the time shall 
begin July 1 of the year on which they 
would have graduated if they had taken 
the full four-year course. No change is 


made in the law in the next two provisos, 
regarding sea service of engineering offi- 
cers..and captains, commanders and lieu- 
tenarit commanders who become ineligible 
for promotion. 

The next proviso covers the separation 
from the Service of officers of the rank of 
lieutenant and lieutenant (j.g.) who fail 
of promotion by selection after seven 
years in their grade, and fixes the amount 
to be received as two years’ pay of their 
grade. As the bill was originally drawn 
up. it was fixed at $700 per year. 

The last proviso takes care of officers 
who are commissioned from the ranks, and 
gives them 21% per cent of their pay for 
each year of their total service up to 75 
per cent of the pay they received while 
on the active list at the date of their re- 
tirement. 

SELECTIONS AND RETIREMENTS 

Section 2 of the bill in its first proviso 
extends the law of selection down to in- 
clude lieutenant (j.g. In the second pro- 
viso the law making officers ineligible for 
selection until they have served four years 
in grade is extended to lieutenants. Ex- 
commissioned warrant and warrant officers 


who now hold regular commissions have 
the option of retiring to their former 
status rather than retiring, in the next

“An application of this suggested legislation 
for the line of the Navy as it exists today 
shows that under its terms forced eliminations 
of lieutenant commanders would begin prior to 
the time that forced eliminations of com- 
manders would begin, and that elimination of 
lieutenants (j.g.) will begin prior to the time 
that forced elimination of licutenants will be- 
gin. In other words, without this corrective 
provision, the lieutenant commander’s_ rank, 
which is a reservoir for the commander’s rank, 
and the lieutenant (j.g.), which is a _ reser- 
voir for the lieutenants’ rank, would suffer 
depletion before the ranks which they feed will 
be filled up.” 


Section 3 specifically retains the gen- 


retirement for age as in the pres- 
but Section 4 is loaded with 
dynamite. It repeals that section of the 
act of June 4, 1920, which applies to 
about 750 officers who were commissioned 
during the war. It would substitute the 
language printed in the issue of the ARMY

URING the absence of the Battle Fleet 

from Honolulu all vessels which are 
scheduled for overhaul at the navy yards 
during this period will return to Hawaiian 
waters to await the arrival of the Fleet, 
if after making the trip from the coast 
three weeks’ visit in Hawaiian waters 
will result.

ARMY TRANSPORTATION 


HE War Department, in a recent com- 

munication regarding the strength of 
the Army and a misconception regarding 
transportation, says: 

“We estimate the strength of the Army on 
May 20 to be 117,040. If production does not 
increase substantially within a very short time 
we will be 2,500 or more understrength on 
June 30. At this time of the year, experience 
indicates, that everyone is inclined to slow up 
to some extent, and all the old familiar excuses 
are worked overtime. The organization that 
can compete successfully with its mission re- 
gardless of handicaps is one that we must have 
and anything less is foredoomed to failure. 
Anyone can run a successful recruiting machine 
when men are fighting to get into the Army, 
but it takes a wide awake hustling organization 
full of pep and initiative to get results when 
conditions are unfavorable. 

“it has come to our attention that where an 
enlistment for special assignment is authorized 
‘at soldier’s expense’ some recruiting officers 
are advancing the transportation and having 
the amount deducted from the soldier’s pay. 
The argument advanced is that this is per- 
missible unless the statement ‘Government trans- 
portation will not be furnished’ is added. This 
is incorrect, and hereafter in all cases where 
assignment is approved at soldier’s expense 
Government transportation will not be ad- 
vanced. Due to limited funds for transporta- 
tion of the Army such action is necessary. The 
money deducted from the soldier’s pay returns 
to the Treasury and does not again become 
available to the Army on current appropria- 
tions.”

THE BEAUFORT LIQUOR CASE 

A! THOUGH the court in the raid case 

of the U.S.S. transport Beaufort is 
reported to have found all of the defend- 
ants. with the exception of Comdr. D. W. 
Fuller, guilty, it is stated that the review- 
ing vuthorities are by no means convinced 
that the evidence will sustain the verdict 
of the court. It is pointed out that there 
ae inconsistencies in the official report of 
the court and that it did not follow the 
accepted rules of evidence. 

Under the law as it is being enforced by 
the civil courts, the officers must produce 
the evidence to show, first, that a certain 
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was in the possession 
of each defendant; second, that the con- 
tents of the bottle or container was alco- 
holic liquor. The liquor must be carefully 
tested and direct evidence must be sub- 
mitted to the court that the unlawful 
beverage was in the possession of the de- 
fendants. This accounts, it is stated, for 
the length of time which the reviewing 
authorities are consuming in going over the 
reports of the trial. 


THE NATIONAL DEFENSE ACT 


THER than that the amended National 
Defense Act, providing for the Army 

of the United States with its three com- 
ponents is still a law, no statement as to 
what has been the result of the proceed- 
ings of the Legislative Council of the War 
Department has been offered.

The weakness of the old law is that it 
left its enforcement to the State and took 
on the character of a barbacue or a_po- 
litical rally.

NEW COMMISSIONS IN ARMY 


EXAMINATIONS for commissions in 
4 the Regular Army were held from June 
15 to June 20 in the United States, Philip- 
pines, Hawaii and the Panama Canal De- 
partments. An examination is also author- 
ized for the Army forces in China on that 
date. When the circular directing the ex- 
amination was issued the number of va- 
cancies was estimated at 40. In all 
probability there will be more than that 
number of vacancies to fill by the time 
the examinations are completed. The num- 
ber of graduates from West Point that will 
be commissioned in the Army will leave at 
least 50 vacancies in the Regular Army. 

Conditions in the Regular Establishment 
appear to have reached a basis on which 
there will be from 240 to 300 vacancies in 
the Regular Army every year. Under nor- 
mal conditions there will be an average of 
about 240 to 250, and not to exceed 300. 
West Point will absorb about 200 of these 
vacancies every year, which will leave 50 
or more vacancies to be filled from enlisted 
men of the Regular Army and _ other 
sources. It now looks as if every year 
there will be some vacancies for the Na- 
tional Guard, the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps and the Citizens’ Training 
Camps. In the last two or three years 
practically all of the successful candidates 
have come from these sources. 


NAVY LINE AND STAFF PROMOTION 

T is expected that the Secretary of the 

Navy will shortly give out for publica- 
tion the bill for the equalization of promo- 
tion between the line and the staff, which 
has been prepared at a conference partic i- 
pated in by Mr. Britten and a committee 
of officers from the line and the staff. The 
supporters of the bill are hoping that the 
Secretary will approve it when he makes 
it publie. 

It is understood that the only material 
change in the bill is that whieh will au- 
thorize the Secretary to fix the status of 
running mates when the bill goes into 
effect. This will be a substitute for the 
very complicated provision in which an 
attempt is made to inaugurate the new 
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system through elaborate directions, which 
members of the Naval Affairs Committee 
were never able to understand. 

R. O. CONFER WITH PRESIDENT 
D* RING the past week 25 Reserve offi- 

cers have called on the President, with 
the view of impressing him with the im- 
portance of making provisions by which 
the training activities of the Regular Army 
could be continued and the Army of the 
United States developed under the amended 
National Defense Act. Col. John Q. Til- 
son, O.R.C., who has been on active duty 
with the Ordnance Department, upon his 
return from Europe called at the White 
House and discussed the matter with the 
President. Aside from being an ordnance 
expert, Colonel Tilson will be majority 
leader of the next House of Representa- 
tives, and it is believed that what he said 
will have great weight with the President. 

Reserve officers who have been ordered 
to active duty in the Military Intelligence 
Division of the War Department commenc- 
ing June 15, to the number of 25, called 
on the President on June 16. This body 
is composed of prominent newspaper pub- 
lishers and other professional men, most of 
whom had war service, and it is not be- 
lieved that their suggestions will be treated 
lightly by the President. 

These officers will be formed in commit- 
tees to study the organization of the Army 
and War Department; the peace and war 
problems of the Military Intelligence Divi- 
sion, General Staff; the activities of Re- 
serve officers, and to make recommenda- 
tions on these subjects. The names of 
these officers appear elsewhere in this issue. 

SECRETARY WEEKS IMPROVING 
SG be RETARY WEEKS now expects to 
4 return to the War Department by the 
middle of September. It is stated that he 
will leave the hospital the latter part of 
this week. and that his condition, although 
it demands a rest. is so encouraging that 
he will be ready for work in September. 


SEC. WILBUR MAY CRUISE WITH MIDS’N. 
THE Secretary of the Navy is now plan- 
ning to join the mids shipmen on. their 


practice cruise at San Diego. His itiner- 


ary has not been arranged, but he will 
endeavor to get away from Washington in 


time to join the midshipmen squadron on 
its trip from San Diego up to Seattle. He 
has not decided pemagong he will return 
with the midshipmen to San Diego or leave 
them at Seattle and return from there to 
Washington. 

The Secretary continues to manifest a 
personal interest in the midshipmen and 
junior officers. His purpose of making the 
practice cruise is to make personal obser- 
vation on the system of training that is 
employed. 

MAY ABANDON SOUTH AMERICAN CRUISE 
THE trip planned by the fleet to western 

South American ports, in connection 
with next year’s maneuvers, may be aban- 
doned. Under the tentative schedule the 
trip would be made in this fiscal year, and 
the fleet will simply not have sufficient 
fuel to make the trip. It is not believed 
that after the trip to Australia and New 
Zealand there will be a_ sufficient fuel 
allowance left for the fiscal year of 1926 
to send the fleet to the western coast of 
South America. The only conditions 
under which the trip could be made would 
be through a deficiency appropriation by 
the next Congress. Inder the economy 
program of the administration the Navy 
Department entertains very little hope of 
this. 

The maneuvers will be held in conjunc- 
tion with the Army and take place off the 
Panama Canal. It is understood the joint 
Army and Navy boards are now working 
on the plans for these exercises.

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GENERAL LEWIS SENT 
RADIO ABOUT “SIEGE” 


URING the recent joint Army and 
Navy exercises held in Hawaiian 
waters, for the first time in history a 


general in command of a beleagured garri- 
son, it is believed, broadcasted news of his 
situation by radio. 


Maj. Gen. Edward M. Lewis, U.S.A., 
commanding the Hawaiian Department, 
sent through the air over the advancing 


Blue Fleet a personal statement to radio 
stations on the mainland. 

Constructively the Hawaiian Islands 
were in the possession of enemy and the 
United States Fleet was under way to re- 
capture the group and put the invaders to 
rout. The holders of the islands desig- 
nated as the Black Forces were the forces 
of the Hawaiian Department of the United 
States Army and the 14th Naval District 
at Pearl Harbor. The attacking party was 
composed of the United States Fleet, under 
the command of Adm. Robert E. Coontz, 
and was known as the Blue Force. 


The zero hour, when the Blue Forces 
would attempt their first attack, ap- 
proached. All lights had been doused and 


radio silence prevailed aboard all of the 
Blue ships. Constructively the islands 
were shrouded in darkness. Street lights 
had been extinguished and the gleam of 
the lights inside of the homes and buildings 


had been shut off from the outside by 
heavily shaded windows. Silence pre- 
vailed. 


It was found that the attacking ships 
had hauled up the cables to the mainland 
from their bed in midocean, and communi- 
cation by that means was impossible. 

It would have been foolhardy to attempt 
sending a ship to the mainland for the at- 


tacking patrol would easily sight it and 
send it to the bottom of the sea with a 
well-directed torpedo. Planes could not 


span the distance, for there were no planes 
in the islands which would make a safe 
voyage across that 2,000 miles of water. 

It was important that a message get 
through to the mainland for help, and im- 
mediately the idea came of using the radio. 
There was a broadcasting station in Hono- 
lulu which was of enough power to flash 


messages across that broad expanse of 
water. 

Through the courtesy of the Honolulu 
Advertiser the Black commander broad- 


casted his message from the radio station 
KGU to the people on the mainland telling 
of the tight position the Black Forces 
were in. 

The first message was flashed through 
the air on the night of April 23 and, while 
couched in official language “whie h dwelt 
upon the nature of the joint Army and 
Navy exercises, nevertheless it rev ealed the 
romance and adventure of the situation 
when it painted a picture of the beauty 
of the surroundings in which the defense 
tests were to be condue ted, a “beauty,” 
General Lewis stated, “that enhances the 
dramatic nature of these exercises. He 
visualized columns of the Black Forces 
rarnestly preparing for the determined de- 
fense of the area, troops marching or mov- 
ing in trucks into strategic positions, the 
rumble of artillery at night, airplane and 
naval patrols scouting the sea, and after 
dark the beams of the searchlights roving 
over the skies in search of enemy planes. 

“It is interesting to me,” General Lewis 
stated, “that, if these islands were actually 
about to be attacked, this would be the 
first time in history when a besieged com- 
mander could talk personally with his fel- 
low citizens across thousands of miles of 
intervening ocean.” 

During the entire phase of the exercises 
General Lewis spoke to the people on the 
mainland, keeping them constantly in 
touch with the exact situation in Hawaii.

This rate is in foree from 
July 11 to 17, and it applies to all terri- 
tory in New York State east of Buffalo, 
and Salamanea, N. J.: Pennsylvania ter- 
ritory east of Erie, Oil City and Pitts- 
burgh; territory in Delaware, Maryland, 
District of Columbia, Virginia and in West 


Virginia east of Wheeling, Parkersburg 
and Kenova. 
The Southwestern Passenger Associa- 


tion, an alliance of railroads in Western 
and Southern States, will give the veterans 
a fare and a half rate to and from the 
reunion city between July 10 to 16, in- 
elusive, from the State of Texas and in 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Missouri and Okla- 
homa the same rate will be in force from 
July 11 to 17, inelusive. All veterans 
coming from this territory should get 
certificates entitling them to the half fare 
rate on the trip back home. 

The Central Passenger Association, with 
jurisdiction over railroad rates in Central 
West and Southern territory, has author- 
ized a fare and a half rate to be applied 
in its territory from July 11 to 17, in- 
clusive. The validation dates in St. Louis 
are from July 15 to 18. 

The Southeastern Passenger Associa- 
tion, covering territory in the southeastern 
sections, has granted a fare and a _ half 
rate effective in its territory from July 11 
to 17, with validation dates in St. Louis 
from July 15 to 18, specifying July 22 as 
the final date on which half fare return 
tickets will be honored. 

From the above it will be seen that the 
cost of travel from all parts of the country 
will be cheaper to and from the St. Louis 
reunion than the rates applied to reunions 
held in the past.

The entire sec- 
tor of operations was photographed. Many 
photographs were made of positions held 
by friendly troops and rushed back to head- 
quarters. In short, the airplane proved 
itself very efficient in keeping the general 
in command intimately acquainted with the 
doings of his own units. Radio, Very pis- 
tols, smoke signals, message bags and 
panels of all kinds were used as means of 
communication between planes and ground. 

Bombing attacks were simulated upon 
bridges across the Pasig River and other 
strategic points, The most spectacular Air 
Service activity was that of an attack 
made by the 3d Pursuit Squadron upon an 
autiaircraft battery. At the time of the 
bombing attacks upon the bridges the pur- 
suit endeavored to occupy the attention of 
the recently discovered antiaircraft bat- 
teries. A “V" formation of MBSA air- 
planes circled high overhead, then dropped 
in column formation. Sneaking down be- 
hind the woods near the antiaircraft guns, 
the MB3A’s gathered speed and with a 
final long dive headed straight for the guns’ 
positions, coming so close as to actually 
throw a chill into the gunners. Again and 
again the battery was attacked until the 
bombers had done their work. The officers 
at Ft. McKinley seemed very pleased with 
the cooperation of the Air Service.

THE QUARTERMASTER CORPS 





MONG the activities which have re- 

sulted in economies in the expenditures 
of funds during this fiscal year, the Quar- 
termaster General has reported, among 
others, the following: 

Revision and cancellation of a number of 
blank forms and the changing of times of 
submission of others. 

Reduction in field personnel of approxi- 
mately 600 persons. 


Saving of approximately $1,400 in the 
distribution of publications. 

Saving the cost of one berth in the 
transportation of every six enlisted men 
through the modification of berthing ac- 
commodations. 

Through special arrangements in New 


York a saving of 35 to 60 cents on every 
piece of baggage transferred across the city 
has been made. 

On troop movements between New York 
and San Antonio a saving of $96,000 dur- 
ing the year has been made through use of 
the Army transports, and $49,000 savings 
have been effected on rail movements. 

An approximate saving of $70,000 has 
been made through the utilization of water 
transportation along the Atlantic seaboard. 

Ship supplies and fittings were secured 


from the Shipping Board without cost 
which will be reflected in savings during 


approximately the next five years. 
Arrangements made with the Navy for 
purchases of fuel and lubricating oils 


under Navy contracts will effect consider- 
able savings. 
Through salvage operations at depots 


and abandoned stations and the use of sur- 
plus construction materials approximately 
$600,000 has been saved. 

Through reductions and rearrangements 
made and to be made in the civilian fire- 
fighting crews at various field installations 
savings estimated at about $109,000 will 
be made without increasing fire hazards. 

Through the installation of coal hot- 
water heaters at a number of posts in lieu 


of gas heaters a large saving has been 
effected. 
The installation of fuel-oil burners in 


the power systems at various points in lieu 
of coal has made large savings possible, 
both in fuel and personnel required for 
operation. 

The closing down of generating plants 
and the procurement of electricity from 
commercial agencies at three posts in 
Massachusetts and Maine has made a sav- 


ing of $16,000. Similar action at Big 
Bethel, Langley Field and Ft. Monroe 
saves a further $13,000. 

Through the electrification of pumping 


plants approximately $20,000 will be saved. 
Through furnishing water from Govern- 
ment sources to Ft. Monroe and Langley 
Field instead of proc uring it from commer- 
cial agencies a saving of approximately 
$40,000 will be made this fiscal year. 


UITE a number of changes will take

STATE OBJECT 


Concerning the object and some of the 
conditions of the ride, a pamphlet issued 
by the sponsors states: 


“These endurance rides, approved by the 
War Department, the Chief of the Remount 
Service, the Chief of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry of the Department of Agriculture, and 
the sponsors, are designed to stimulate general 
interest in the breeding and use of good saddle 
possessed of 


horses of a general utility type, d 
stamina and hardiness, and at the same time 
having the necessary quality to rendcr them 
suitable for use in the mounted service of the 
United States, as well as for commercial pur- 
poses. In particular, it is desired: 

“(a) ‘To demonstrate the value of type, 


soundness and proper breeding in the selection 


of horses for a long, difficult ride. 
the 


“(b) To ascertain and to demonstrate | 
proper method of training and conditioning 
horses for long and severe work under the 
saddle. 

“(c¢) To encourage horsemanship in long dis- 
tance rides. 


“(d) To ascertain and to demonstrate the best 
methods of caring for horses during and after 
long, severe work without artificial aid or 
stimulants, 

“Eligibility.—Entry fee shall be $10 for each 
horse entered, and must be sent with entry 
blank duly filled out to the secretary on or be- 
fore September 10, 1925. Post entries will be 
accepted, but the fee for post entries will be 
$25. No rider will be allowed to start unless 
his entry fee has been paid. Every horse en- 
tering the ride must fall within one of the fol- 
lowing classes: 

“A. Pure-Bred.—A pure-bred is one which is 
either duly registered in a recognized studbook, 
or concerning which evidence establishing his 
pure-breeding is furnished to the satisfaction 
of the management. 

“B. Cross-Bred.—A cross-bred is one the sire 
of which is a pure-bred, duly registered in a 
recognized stugbook of one breed, whereas the 
dam is a pure-bred duly registered in a rec- 
ognized studbook of a different breed; or one 
concerning which evidence satisfactory to the 
management is furnished, establishing the fact 
that his sire and dam are of different pure 
breeds. 

“C. Grade.—A grade is a horse of which either 
the sire or the dam is a pure-bred duly regis- 
tered in a recognized studbook of some breed, 
or concerning which evidence satisfactory to 
the management is furnished, establishing the 


fact that said sire or dam is a pure-bred of 
such breed, whereas, the other parent, dam or 
sire, as the case may be, is of unknown 
breeding. 


“Any horse entered must have attained at 
least five years of age; that is, must show a 
five-year-old mouth. Entries are open to stal- 


lions, mares and geldings, must. be made on 
blanks provided for that purpose, and must 
contain complete answers to all questions 
thereon. 


“Speed.—Contestants wili start between 6.30 
a. m. and 7 a. m. daily. If a contestant starts 
later than 7 a. m. his time will nevertheless 
be reckoned from 7 a. m. Time on the road is 
reckoned from ‘check out’ at the start to 
‘check in’ at the finish. The minimum time 
permitted on any day is 9 hours. The maxi- 
mum time allowed on any day is 11 hours. The 
maximum time allowed for the entire ride of 
5 days is 50 hours. The maximum score is 40 
points for 45 hours, and the minimum score is 0 
for 50 hours. Between these limits 744 minutes 
equal 1 point, etc., at that rate. 

“Riders.—Horses are to be ridden by white, 
male riders designated by owners. Owners may 
change riders at any time up to the beginning 
of the ride, provided such change be communi- 
cated to the judges at or before the time of 
starting. Each rider shall continue from start 
to finish with his horse, unless excused by the 
judges on account of illness or other real emer- 
gency. If a rider is excused, the owner of the 
entry, which was ridden by the excused rider, 
may designate another rider with the approval 
of the judges. The judges may in their dis- 
cretion disqualify any contesting horse when 
two men who have ridden such horse shall have 
been excused, or they may permit such horse to 
continue in the ride unconditionally with a 


Riders must remain in the saddle 
when the horse is in motion over the course, 
but may dismount and rest themselves and 
horses at any time, provided they do not ad- 
vance. 

“Forage and Feedingy.—Whole oats, bran, hay 
and salt bricks will be provided for all horses, 
and no other feed will be permitted except graz- 
ing. The maximum daily allowance of grain is 
14 pounds of hay, as desired. The judges will 
note the quantities of forage used and make 


third rider. 


official record of any abnormal consumption of 


feed as compared to weight of horse. Three 
feeds daily will be provided for each horse; one 
at the start, one at the mid-day halt and one at 
the finish. Uneaten forage shall not be removed 
from the stall, except as authorized by the 
judges. Each contestant shall submit daily to 
the weigher his requisition for forage for the 
following day. Contestants are required to pay 
the weigher, before the start, the estimated 
cost of forage and stabling for the whole ride. 

“‘Weight.—Each horse shall carry a minimum 
of 200 pounds made up of the stripped weight 
of the rider (live weight) and everything else 
that he carries (dead weight) except the bridle 


and the halter if the latter is worn on the 
horse’s head. If the stripped rider weighs 
155 pounds or less, the horse carries a mini- 
mum of 200 pounds. If the stripped rider 
weighs more than 155 pounds, the horse car- 
ries a minimum of 200 pounds plus 1 pound 


dead weight for every 2 pounds live weight in 
excess of 155 pounds. Borrowing and lending 
of equipment and changes of equipment are 
prohibited, except to make weight or in case 
of injury or sickness, and then only by spe- 
cial permission of the judges obtained in ad- 
vance. Riders and equipment will be weighed 
in directly before and weighed out directly 
after each day’s ride, and any loss of weight 
due to shrinkage of rider must be made up.

The field is taken from the coat of arms 
of Ger. Moses Cleaveland, who founded 
the city of Cleveland and who, on August 
9 1779, was commissioned by Congress as 
captain of a company of Sappers and 
Miners. The three billets represent the 
pillars set in the roads leading up the hill 
to Montfauecon, which pillars were blown 
out by this regiment. The lion is the lion 
of Belgium and serves as a reminder that 
this regiment, serving under King Albert, 
helped to free Belgium from the invader. 
The crest represents the Buckeye State— 
Qhio-—which was the seventeenth State 
admitted to the Union and on whose great 
seal the sheaf of 17 arrows appears. The 
motto is reminiscent of the Cleveland 
Grays’ “Semper Paratus,” and is peculiarly 
appropriate for a National Guard regiment. 

For the 161st Infantry, Washington Na- 
tional Guard, the following is a description 
of the shield, crest and motto: 

Shield—Argent, a bend embattled to chief 
gules and azure, the parting line parallel to the 
lower edge of the ordinary, in sinister chief a 
fleur-de-lys of the third (azure) rayed with 
bolts of lightning tenne and in dexter base a 
scorpion bendways proper. 

Crest—That for the regiments of the Wash- 
ington National Guard. On a wreath of the 
colors (argent and azure) a raven with wings 
endorsed issuing out of a ducal coronet all 
proper. 

Motto—-Defending His Country. 

The crest is the erest of George Wash- 
ington. The State of Washington is a 
part of the Oregon Territory, whose Amer- 
ican title was established in 1846. The 
Territory is purely American and_ the 
twists in the wreath are white and blue. 

The shield is white—the old Infantry 
color—and across it is a band in the colors 
of the Philippine flag, red and blue, em- 
battled to indicate that the regiment was 
engaged in actual combat in the Philippine 
Insurrection. The scorpion indicates serv- 
ice on the Mexican border, and the fleur- 
de-lys is symbolical of the service of the 
regiment in France. The fleur-de-lys is 
rayed to indicate that the regiment was 
broken up and the personnel thereof used 
as replacements, but which in that capacity 
delivered forcible and effective service 
against the enemy.

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THE MEXICAN SITUATION 


HE uncommon bluntness of a state 

ment made public in the press by Presi- 
dent Calles of Mexico on June 14, in an- 
swer to a statement made to the press by 
Secretary. of State Kellogg of the United 
States on June 12, has caused a profound 
sensation, and some well-informed persons 
in diplomatic circles sense trouble ahead. 
Both statements being directed to the 
press, were not actually an exchange be- 


tween the two Governments, but never- 
theless are official views. 
Since the restoration of friendly rela- 


tions between the Washington and Mexico 
City Governments, Mr. Kellogg and_ his 
predecessor, Charles E. Hughes, have en- 
deavored to regularize relations with Mex- 
ico and to insure the foundation of valid 
American rights upon laws and interna- 
tional agreements. It is declared that the 
warning to Mexico by Mr. Kellogg is the 
most constructive step taken in Mexican 
affairs in many years, and despite the hot 
retort of President Calles it is believed 
by some that it will lead to settlement by 
Mexico of many cases that long have been 
urged by American, and that it will es- 
tablish a sound working basis for such 
problems. 

However, this rosy view may not be 
realized, and it is not at all unlikely that 
a display of force will be necessary a 
little later to make Mexico understand 
that American interests, too long ignored, 
must be protected. 

President Calles, in his statement made 
public by the Mexican embassy, does not 
hold out an olive branch but vents his rage. 
He charges that Secretary of State Kel- 
logg’s statement “embodies a threat to the 
sovereignty of Mexico that she can not 
overlook, and rejects with all energy.” 

“If it is to be understood,” says Presi- 
dent Calles, “that Mexico is on trial in 
the guise of a defendant, my government 
absolutely rejects with energy such impu- 
tation, which in essence would mean only 
an insult.” 

President Calles makes the declaration 
that Mexico “does not accord to any for- 
eign country the right to intervene in any 
form in her domestic affairs, nor is she 
disposed to subordinate her international 
relations to the exigencies of another 
country.” 

The Mexican executive states that his 
country is ready and willing to adjudicate 
claims against it arising from internal 
disorders, and he cites the operation of 
the various claims commissions in this 
respect. 

The situation, in view of the fiery re- 
tort made by President Calles, now de- 
volves on the simple question, it would 
seem, of “What are you going to do about 
it?” 


FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS 


GREAT BRITAIN 

HE British Navy League recently 

passed a resolution welcoming the ap- 
pointment of a cabinet committee to con- 
sider the question of naval construction for 
the ensuing eight years. 

While calling attention to the fact that 
the present naval program represented 
merely replacement, the resolution § ex- 
pressed the hope that the cabinet commit- 
tee, when determining the future naval 
strength of Great Britain, more especially 
in respect to the number, strength and 
speed of its cruisers, “will have regard to 
the building program of other nations, and 
to the fighting capacity and speed of their 
ships of that class.” 

Prof. A. Bostock Hill pointed out that 
since the war there had been over 300 
cruisers built in the world, of which total 
Great Britain had built only 11. The 
British ships were more or less obsolete, 
and in 10 years’ time should be inferior 
to some of the other leading nations, 


CHINA 

HE situation in China seems to be 

going from bad to worse, and the hatred 
of the fanatieal warring Chinese soldiery, 
students, workmen and others, while. at 
first directed against the British and Jap- 
anese, who did not hesitate to use armed 
force in protecting the lives of their sub- 
jects, is now being developed against all 
foreigners. 

The latest outrage of the Chinese sol- 
diery was the killing of a British subject 
employed in Shanghai and the wounding 
of his woman companion. Fearing vio- 
lence, all the foreign legations have taken 
unusual precautions to protect themselves 
from the frenzy of the mobs. 

Kevolting scenes, many of which were 
witnessed by Europeans from the foreign 


quarter, took place in all parts of Can- 
ton when the Cantonese troops defeated 
the Yunnanese, both forces being under 


Innocent persons were 
slain and beaten by mobs in the most 
cruel manner, and no quarter, it is said, 
was given the Yunnanese troops when they 


Bolshevik officers. 


surrendered. ‘The winning forces looted 
the city. 

A dispatch to the Evening Post of New 
York states: 

“The wholesale slaughter was finally 


halted by the intervention of American 
and British sailors, it was said. Lieuten- 
ant Faure, commander of the British gun- 
boat Robin, pleaded with the mob in the 
native language and finally persuaded its 
members to deliver their captives to Chi- 
nese police.” 

The British Legation on June 15 sent 
an official reply to the Chinese note of 
protest over the shooting of a number of 
Chinese a few days ago, when an attack 
was made by a mob on the British con- 
cession at Hankow. 

The reply declares the Chinese impres- 
sion that the laws of humanity were dis- 
regarded by the British is completely er- 
roneous; that, on the contrary, the British 
were defending their lives against a mur- 
derous mob invading their settlement af- 
ter having already killed one foreigner, a 
Japanese, 

The note concludes with an expression 
of hope that the Chinese Foreign Office 
will issue a statement giving a_ correct 
version of the incident and thus dispel the 
utmosphere of prejudice which it says has 


been created by exaggerated and menda- 
cious stories, 
The U.S.S.. Pampanga was fired upon 


from ashore and returned the fire, but with 
what result is not known. The American 

Suptist Hospital at Canton was stoned on 
June 14, and Americans were urged to 
leave for Hong Kong. 

After a series of antiforeign disturb- 
unees at Hankow June 11, the rioters at- 
tacked the British volunteer armory. A 
machine gun was turned on the rioters, 
eight of whom were killed and many 
wounded before the mob retreated. The 
Chinese authorities then gave a guarantee 
that any further incidents of that kind 
would be prevented. 

The British and Japanese consulates at 
Liu-Kiang were wrecked and set on fire 
during serious rioting. 

The situation at Chungking, Kinkian 
and Nanking, on the Yangste River, is re- 
ported exceedingly grave. 

At Peking, the Italian Minister, repre- 
senting the protocol powers, presented an- 
other note to the Chinese Foreign Office 
on June 17 emphasizing the gravity of the 
antiforeign agitation now going on in 
many parts of the country, and urging 
that the Chinese Government take a defi- 
nite stand for the maintenance of order. 
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NAVY COMMISSIONED PERSONNEL 


To THe Epiror: 


FTER reading the various discussions 

about commissioned personnel, I am 
forced to ask myself, “Why don't the 
powers that be leave us alone?’ What if 
there is a “hump” and promotion is slow? 
This condition is one that has occurred in 
the past and will no doubt occur in the 
future regardless of what may be done by 
legislation. 

If certain individuals are not content 
to remain behind the “hump,” it should 
be their privilege to resign. If others 
prefer to remain for the sake of their 
career, that, too, should be their privi- 
lege. It scarcely seems just to the men 
who came into the Service with the idea 
of making it their career, with the defi- 
nite understanding that so long as they 
made good they could “carry on,” to sud- 
denly put them out of legislation just be- 
cause they happened to graduate in a cer- 
tain year. 

It strikes the writer that if there are 
too many officers in the Navy, there are 
two methods which would solve the diffi- 
culty, i. @, select out those showing in- 
aptitude and rigorously cut the classes 
at the Academy. 

Under the Britten bill it appears that 
the classes of 1916, 1917 and 1918 would 
be eligible for selection out almost en 
mass within a very few years. These 
classes represent the people who were the 
junior officers during the war, the officers 
who served on destroyers, transports, 
ocean escorts and battleships. These 
Classes also saw a great deal of foreign 
service on destroyers after the war. Cer- 
tainly it seems like a poor policy to 
“shelve” these classes simply because there 
Is an excess of lieutenants, and retain 
officers in their places who have never had 
war service nor the experience that comes 


with being shoved into positions of re- 
sponsibility beyond their knowledge be- 


cause of war conditions. 

Personally. the writer feels that what- 
ever legislation passes, the effect will be 
the same, merely temporary. Continued 
discussion of personnel bills leaves the 
junior officers in a state of unrest. Right 
how quite a few are thinking: “If I am 
to be put out in a year or so, I might as 
well get out now.” Upon the most of us 
is borne the conviction that the proposed 
legislation favors certain groups, and that 
being a Naval Academy graduate instead 
of being an advantage is likely to prove 
otherwise. Just why this should be is 
rather hard to understand.

BRISBANE AVOIDS FACTS

“Does it make the Army more efficient 
in these days of tanks and flying machines 
to have officers knocking little white balls 
along the grass‘*"’ 

_ Brisbane surely must understand that 
it is a wise policy for the Government to 
stimulate interest in riding by encouraging 
and facilitating polo in the mounted 
branches, just as interest in rifle firing is 
stimulated by contests and matches. Par- 
ticipants in national contests are so devel- 
oped, and some find places on interna- 
t.onal teams going to Bisley or the Olym- 


pic games. He can find ho fault with 
Government defrayment of expenses for 
matches or contests within the Services 


and in our own country. Municipalities 
hold work-horse parades to encourage care 
and interest in draft animals. 

But Brisbane ought to know that the 
Government does not finance the travels 
of teams abroad for international com- 
petitions. His own papers recently pub- 
lished the news that Julius Fleischmann 
(since deceased) contributed a pony and 
a check for $25,000 toward the partici- 
pation of our polo teams in this interna- 
tional competition. I suspect, however, 
Brisbane finds it makes better reading for 
the class he appeals to to put it the other 
way. It helps influence opinion in favor 
of reducing the Services.

\J. GEN. OMAR BUNDY, who was 
M *viired for age on June 17, 1925, is 
an officer who has rendered distinguished 
service. He was born in Newcastle, Ind., 
June 17, 1861, and is a graduate of the 
US.MLA., Class of June, 1883, when _ he 
was assigned to the 2d Infantry. The first 
service of General Bundy after graduation 
from West Point was on the frontier at 
Ft. Lapwai, Idaho, and later at posts in 


Montana and South Dakota. Among 
other numerous duties he took part in the 
campaign against the Sioux Indians in 


South Dakota during the winter of 1890 
and 1891. 
Other brief notations of his services are 


the following: Served in ,the Spanish- 
American War, participating in the siege 
of Santiago; served in the Philippine In- 


surrect.on, Commanded one of the columns 
in the assault on the Moro stronghold at 
Mount Dajo, island of Jolo, March Sf 
1906; graduated from the Army War Col- 
lege; participated in active operations 
along the Mexican border ; served in the 
World War in France, commanding sue- 


cessively 1st Brigade, 1st Division; 2d 
Division; and the 6th and 7th Army 
Corps; ineluding in his command troops 
from the state of Ohio. 


While in the World War he participated 
with his command in actions against the 
enemy during the spring and summer of 
1918. notably the operations in the vi- 
cinity of Chateau Thierry, which included 


the actions at Belleau Wood, Bouresches 
and Vaux. His division had more than 
a month of continuous fighting. Subse- 
quent to the World War he commanded 
successively the 7th Corps Area of the 


United States, the Philippine Division and 
the 5th Corps Area of the United States. 
He wus appointed major general, U.S.A., 
July 5. 1920. 

General Bundy was decorated with the 
D.S.M. and by the French with the Croix 
de Guerre and the Legion of Honor. 


RIG. GEN. JOSEPH E. KUHN, 

{.S.A.. who was recommended for ap- 
pointment as a major general to date from 
June 18, vice General Bundy, retired on 
reaching the age of 64, was born at 
Leavenworth, Kans., on June 14, 1864, 
and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., Class 
of ISS5, when he was assigned to the 
Corps of Engineers. The principal fea- 
tures of General Kuhn's distinguished field 
service are the following: During the 
Spanish War he served with the advanced 
rank of major of Engineers. During the 
Russo-Japanese War he was attached to 
the Japanese Army as an_ official ob- 
server. During the World War General 
Kuhn, who had been promoted to the grade 
of brigadier general in January, 1917, was 
advanced to the temporary rank of major 
general, was placed in command of the 
79th Division, A.E.F. In the initial stages 
of the Meuse-Argonne attack this division 
served with the 5th American Corps. 
From October 8 to 24 it was in the 2d 
French Colonial Corps, and from October 
30 to November 11 it participated in the

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 





BY SAMUEL T. ANSELL 


The following Digest of Comptroller General’s 
Decisions is announced: 


1. In a letter to Capt. E. F. Ely, Finance 
Dept., U.S. Army, the Comptroller General 
sets forth the evidence necessary to support a 
voucher for payment of a small sum of drill 
pay earned by a sergeant of the Missouri 
National Guard, when application therefor 
was made by the mother of the officer. No 
administration was had upon the estate of the 
son, who died a single man, survived by his 
father and mother. The mother may receive 
the balance as reimbursement of the payment 
of funeral expenses if that fact is established. 

2. The administratrix of the estate of a 
lieutenant colonel, National Guard, is entitled 
to receive from the United States Army drill 
pay for the deceased officer for duty performed 
equivalent to three drills in July and two in 
August, 1924, where it is shown that he was 
in camp under Federal pay from July 10, 1924, 
to August 10, 1924. He died August 21, 1924, 


from natural causes. (Nicholas’ case, May 
26, 1925.) 
3. A Coast and Geodetic Survey lieutenant 


requested a review of his settlement by which 
was disallowed his claim for rental and sub- 
sistence allowances on account of a dependent 
mother for the months of October, 1923, and 
January, 1924. The Comptroller General 
held: 

“The evidence shows that the mother was 
maintaining a household for two single sons 
gainfully employed, in view of which it is 
clearly improbable that there could be deter- 
mined even approximately what portion of the 
cost of maintenance of the home constituted 
her actual living expenses. 

“The burden of maintenance can not be 
shifted to an officer son through the failure of 


brothers gainfully employed and living at 
home to contribute towards their mother’s 
support. 44 MS. Comp. Gen. 1177. 


“The evitience does not establish that the 
mother is dependent within the meaning of the 
Act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 627.” (Bond's 
case, May 26, 1925.) 

4. The appropriation ‘‘Naval Hospital Fund” 
is chargeable with the expenses of private 
physicians who treat enlisted men of the Navy 
when entitled to such private treatment instead 
of the appropriation ‘‘Contingent Expenses, Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery.” 

The decision is of importance to disbursing 
officers and is interesting from the fact that it 
contains a history of the Naval Hospital Fund, 
which originated with the act of July 16, 1798, 
1 Stat. 705, by deducting 20 cents a month from 
the pay of all seamen on American vessels. The 
Comptroller General calls attention to the fact 
that: 

“The Naval hospital fund is not an appropri- 
ation from the Treasury of the United States 
but is made up of moneys from the following 
sources : 

(a) By the deduction of 20 cents per month 
from the pay of each officer, seaman and ma- 
rine (secs. 1614 and 4808 R.S.) 

(b) By fines imposed on officers, seaman and 
marines (sec. 4809, R.S.). 

(c) By the value of one ration per day al- 
lowed for each officer, seaman and marine dur- 
ing his continuance in hospital, the value of 
the ration for this purpose being specified under 
“Provisions,””’ annually, in the naval appropri- 
ation act (sec. 4812, R.S.). 

(d) By relinquishment of disability pensions 
due officers, seamen and marines during con- 
tinuance in hospital (sec. 4813, R.S.). 

(e) By forfeitures on account of desertion 
(naval appropriation act, June 7, 1900). 

(f) By proceeds of sale of naval hospital 
fund property, when so authorized, as by act 
of June 12, 1858, and July 2, 1890, when the 
naval hospital fund was reimbursed for land 
transferred and sold in the sums of $50,000 
and $92,000 at Chelsea and Brooklyn, respec- 
tively.” 

In discussing the appropriation ‘Contingent 
Expenses, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery,” 
it is observed: 

“While it may have been the administrative 
purpose to have covered medical and dental 
treatment to men on detached duty in this ap- 
propriation, such purpose is not expressed in 
the language quoted from which the intent of 
the legislation must be gathered. An _ exhibit 
in the Budget is not controlling and is for con- 
sideration only when the language of the ap- 
propriation is doubtful. 2 Comp. Gen. 517. 
And see 6 Comp. Dec. 617 as to general words 
in an appropriation. 

“Taking into consideration the history of 
the Naval Hospital Fund, its ultimate object 
and purpose appears to be to furnish efficient 
and adequate care and treatment to sick and 
disabled officers, seamen and marines of the 
naval forces and, while primarily this is to be 
accomplished in naval hospitals, when by reason 
of the isolated or detached duty of the officer, 
seaman or marine a naval hospital is not avail- 
able, no reason is seen for shifting the burden 
of such treatment to an appropriation not other- 
wise available therefor. In view of the esti- 
mated surplus of $282,000 each year there is 
evidently no lack of funds in the Hospital 
Fund to meet such an expense which is esti- 
mated by your department at a maximum 
amount of $8,000 per annum. Nor can any 
reason be seen for the distinction stated to 
have been made between treatment in civilian 
hospitals and treatment by civilian physicians. 
charging the one to the Naval Hospital Fund 
and the other to Contingent expenses, Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery. No convincing reason 
is advanced why such expenses should not be 
borne by the Naval Hospital Fund except that 
it has been the practice to do otherwise for a 
long period of time. The long continuance of 
an erroneous practice is not of itself sufficient 
to warrant further continuance thereof. 


“The decision of March 19, 1925, must be 
and is adhered to, but will be considered as 


effective on and after July 1, 1925.” (Letter 
to Sec. of Navy, June 1, 1925.) 
5. Commander F. B. Colby (S.C.) has re- 


quested review of several items in his disburs- 
ing accounts representing sums paid to officers 
as commutation of quarters, heat and light for 
dependent mothers aggregating over $2,000. 

After considering each case and setting forth 
the facts as to dependency, the Comptroller 
General holds that such has not been estab- 
lished and declines to relieve Commander Colby 
from the disallowances made in the pay ac- 
counts. (June 1, 1925.) % 

6. A review of the settlement of the claim 
of a captain in the Marine Corps for aviation 
duty pay covering several periods while trav- 
eling from one duty to another is allowed, the 
Comptroller General concluding: 

“As it appears that claimant was detailed to 
duty involving actual flying in aircraft, and 
performed the flights required by Navy Gen- 
eral Order No. 377 of March 14, 1918, reissued 
as Navy General Order No. 16, January 5, 1921, 
he was entitled to the additional pay provided 
in the act of March 3, 1915, 88 Stat. 939, dur- 
ing the periods in question, and should be re- 
imbursed for the amounts withheld in his ac- 
counts, viz., $7.70, $12, $4, and $112, or a 
total of $135.70.” (Mitchell’s case, June 3, 
1925.) 

7. An attorney of Rochester, N. Y., through 
Senator Wadsworth, requested a _ reconsidera- 
tion of the settlement wherein was charg 
against him some $255 representing commuta- 
tion of quarters, heat and light drawn while 
a supply officer in the Navy in 1919 on behalf 
of a dependent father. 

The Comptroller General accepted as estab- 
lished the fact that the father was in 1919 
74 years old, a paralytic, cared for by a house- 
keeper and a nurse. He owned the home in 
which he lived. . 

With reference to the claimant’s contention 
that the accounting office was without author- 
ity to re-open the case, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral says: . 

“In the consideration of your claim your 
‘account for the entire period of your active 
duty was subject to examination and appro- 
priate adjustment, for in the language of the 
court in Smith v. United States, 14 C. Cls. 114, 
118, ‘In neither the legal nor mercantile sense 
of the term is an account between the Govern- 
ment and one of its officers ever “finally ad- 
justed,” nor is his official bond ever cancelled 
or surrendered. This practice is general, has 
been invariably since the organization of the 
Treasury, and is applicable to all officers as 
well as to those intrusted with the disburse- 
ment of the public funds.’ 

“You were supply officer aboard the U.S.S. 
Rijndam from June 1, 1919, to October 22, 
1919, and your father seems to have been 
neither more nor less favorably situated in 
October than during the four months imme- 
diately preceding for which you paid to your- 
self dependency allowances on his behalf and 
the conclusion that you were not entitled to 
the benefits of the act of April 16, 1918, 40 
Stat. 530, for October, 1919, must, under the 
circumstances, be regarded as determinative of 
your rights for the previous four months. 
(Zimmer’s case, June 3, 1925.) 


NAVY J.A.G. 


Plea: In bar, because of lack of jurisdiction. 

In a recent general court-martial case the 
accused through his counsel made a plea in 
bar of trial on the grounds of lack of juris- 
diction of the court. To support this plea the 
accused showed that on August 2, 1924, he was 
sentenced to the Virginia State penitentiary 
for a period of two years by the corporation 
court of the city of Newport News, Va., fol- 
lowing a conviction in that court for forgery, 
and that on November 21, 1924, he was placed 
on parole by that court for a period of five 
years. It was the contention of the accused 
that he “is still under the jurisdiction of the 
state of Virginia and therefore this court has 
no jurisdiction over him at all.” The court 
sustained the plea of the accused and decided 
that it could not proceed with the trial. 

Held: The ruling of the court in the case 
was most surprising and clearly in error. The 
accused was a regularly enlisted man of the 
Navy, having been enlisted May 20, 1924, and 
was thereafter subject to naval jurisdiction in 
accordance with the Articles for the Government 
of the Navy. To say that this man, who was 
physically before the court at the naval operat- 
ing base, Hampton Roads, Va., could not be 
tried by that court after his trial had been 
directed by the Secretary of the Navy merely 
because he was at that time under probation 
from the civil authority for an offense com- 
mitted against the law of the State of Virginia 
is so palpably erroneous as not to require fur- 
ther discussion. In view of the above, the pro- 
ceedings are disapproved. (Case of Davenport, 
File 26251-33968, GC.M. Rec. No. 62639, April 
2, 1925.)

CANAL ZONE—@. A decision is requested 
on the following point in Training Regulations 
135-5. The first sentence of paragraph 6, page 
6, states that the new guard salutes its offi- 
cer of the day, but nothing is said about the 
old guard doing likewise. If it is assumed that 
this omission is intentional, this is contradicted 
by the second sentence which states that each 
guard is presented to the officer of the day 
when acting in the capacity of both new and 
old officer of the day; and also by the first 
sentence of paragraph 8, which states, after 
the salutes have been acknowledged by the 
officers of the day, both salutes, and officers 
being plural. The point in question is whether 
or not the old guard salutes its officer of the 
day when both the new and old officer of the 
day is present. 

A. Relative to this question, the revised edi- 
tion of Army Regulations 135-5, on this sub- 
ject, paragraph 6, Section II, reads as follows: 

“6. Presenting Guards to Officers of the Day— 
After the new guard has arrived at its post 
and the commanders of the guards have ex- 
changed salutes, each guard is presented by its 
commander to its officer of the day. If there 
be but one officer of the day present, or if one 
officer acts in the capacity of the old and new 
officer of the day, each guard is presented to 
him by its commander.”

A. This question is answered in the negative. 


R.R., FT. H. G. WRIGHT, N. Y.—Q. (1) How 
many enlisted men in the lst Corps Area took 
the entrance examination for the Coast Ar- 
tillery School, Ft. Monroe, Va., for the En- 
gineering course (2) I took expert gunners’ 
examination last February, making 81 per cent. 
Am I entitled to this pay or not? 

A. (1) This information is not available and 
will not be made public until the report of the 
Commandant of the Coast Artillery School is 
received, which is expected to be announced in 
the. near future. (2) Army Regulations No. 
435-10 under which you apparently took the 
gunners’ examination prescribed that for ex- 
pert gunner, the qualifying mark in every case 
will be not less than 80 per cent. As the ap- 
pointment of gunners, however, is a matter 
under the control of the Coast Defense com- 
mander, you should take this matter up with 
the local authorities. The new regulations just 
published prescribe that the qualification mark 
for second-class gunners shall average not 
less than 75 per cent, and for first-class not 
less than 90 per cent. For expert gunner, and 
for first class not less than 90 per cent. For 
expert gunner the qualification mark should 
not be less than 95 per cent. 


C.J.L., BUFFALO, NEW YORK.—Your three 
questions all involving matters of history, the 
Journal suggests that you communicate with the 
Historical Section, Army War College, Wash- 
ington, D. C., for an authoritative reply.

V. Changes in designations relating to coast 
defenses—1. To the end that the designations of 
units comprising the fortifications of the United 
States may be more truly descriptive, and that 
they may more nearly conform to the terms 
used in other branches of the service, the fol- 
lowing changes therein are directed: 

a. The principal harbor defense tactical and 
administrative unit, heretofore designated the 
“Coast Defense Command,” will hereafter be 
known as the “Harbor Defense,”’ the command- 
ing officer of such a unit will be called the 
“Harbor Defense Commander,” and his staff the 
“Harbor Defense Staff.” 

b. The unit heretofore designated the “Fort 
ary peal will hereafter be known as _ the 
“Fort.” 

c. Units heretofore designated the “Fire Com- 
mand” and the “Mine Command” will be known 
as the “Group.” . 

2. It is not practicable to revise and republish 
all orders, Training Regulations, Army Regula- 
tions and other War Department publications in 
which the designations of these units appear; 
nor is it considered practicable to issue de- 
tailed changes in such publications to effect 
these corrections, as the instances where these 
designations are used are so numerous as to 
render such action uneconomical. 

3. In the first column of the tabulation in 
paragraph 5 are enumerated old designations, 
and in the second column the corresponding new 
designations of units referred to in paragraph 
1; and wherever the terms shown in the first 
column now appear in any publication issued 
by authority of the War Department, the cor- 
responding terms shown in the second column 
will be substituted therefor. 

4. Hereafter in all official correspondence be- 
tween officers and individuals in and under the 
War Department, and in all orders, bulletins, 
circulars, regulations, and other official publi- 
cations issued by authority of the War Depart- 
ment, where mention is made of any of the units 
referred to in the tabulation in paragraph 5, 
the designations shown in the second column 
of that tabulation will be used.

VI. Badges for service—1l. A badge for serv- 
ice is adopted by the War Department as evi- 
dence of military service rendered as herein- 
after prescribed. 

2. The wearing, manufacture or sale of this 
badge is prohibited except as authorized herein. 
(Act of February 24, 1923; 42 Stat. 1286; Sec. 
II, Bul. No. 2, W.D., 1923.) 

3. The general description of the design of 
the badge is as follows: 

A dexter eagle with wings displayed perched 
within a ring which displays seven white and 
six red vertical stripes with a blue chief bear- 
ing the words “National Defense,” the dexter 
wing of the eagle behind the ring, the sinister 
wing in front of the ring. 

4. These badges will be procured by the Quar- 
termaster Corps and will be on sale in general 
sales stores. Persons who are not entitled to 
make purchases from general sales stores may 
purchase the badge from post exchanges and 
commercial firms authorized by The Adjutant 
General to sell the badges. 

5. The following regulations are prescribed 
with reference to the wearing of the badge for 
service: 

a. Persons entitled to wear the badges are— 

(1) Those who have served honorably as en- 
listed men, field clerks, warrant officers, nurses 
or commissioned members of the military forces 
in time of war. 

(2) Those who have served honorably in the 
Army of the United States and have been 
trained and qualified in the grade of private or 
in a higher grade, including warrant officers, 
contract surgeons and veterinarians, nurses and 
commissioned officers. 


(3) Those who have served honorably in a 


military unit conducted under the War Depart- 
ment or have been trained and qualified as a 
private or in a higher grade.

b. Next of kin are not authorized to wear the 
badge for service. 

c. Except where other regulations govern, the 
length of service and training required for 
qualification for the badge for service will be 
as follows, such service and training to have 
been considered honorable and satisfactory by 
the commanding officer: 

(1) Two months’ service in the Regular Army. 

(2) One year’s service in the National Guard. 

(3) One year’s service in the Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps, including 15 day’s training on ac- 
tive or inactive duty, or equivalent training 
during another year. 

(4) One year’s service in the basic course of 
a senior Reserve Officers’ Training Corps unit, 
or in a junior Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
unit in an essentially military school. 

(5) Two years’ service in other junior Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps units and units 
given Government aid under section 55c, Na- 
tional Defense Act, and section 1225, Revised 
Statutes. 

(6) Two months’ service in a Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Trianing Camp or its equivalent. 

d. The badge for service will be worn on 
civilian clothing. 

6. Authority may be granted to private in- 
dividuals, firms and corporations to manufacture 
and sell these badges under the same conditions 
as govern the manufacture and sale of service 
medals provided for in Bulletin No. 13, War 
Department, 1923.

The stock market for some time has been in 


a state of what might be called ‘innocuous 
desuetude.”” Vacation thoughts and the usual 
Summer influences are at work. Prices have 


backed and filled from day to day, first one 
group such as the rails or oils being taken 
up, only to be dropped in favor of the steels 
or motors. 

Average prices are little changed from a week 
ago, but linger in the neighborhood of the high 
for the year. The entire action of the market 
smacks of simply professional traders trying 
to make an honest dollar off one another, while 
the public is acting the role of an interested 
bystander. In any event, the public of the post- 
election market, or that of last January, is not 
conspicuously present. 

Funds for investment continue to find their 
way into the bond market in undiminished quan- 
tities. The prices of first-grade issues are so 
high as to make them rather unattractive to 
the moderate sized investor, and he is select- 
ing in their place second-grade issues and sound 
preferred stocks. The policy is practicable and 
can be followed out to advantage; even to the 
extent of switching from gilt-edge securities 
acquired at lower levels into second mortgage 
rails, certain public utilities, the best of the 
foreign group, and good preferred stocks. There 
is such a thing as buying too much safety as 
well as buying too little, and there is no neces- 
sity of sacrificing income to acquire a super- 
» of safety that means nothing. 

The Kingdom of the Belgians recently sold 
$50,000,000 30-year 7 per cent gold bonds at 98 
to yield a little over 7.15 per cent through a 
syndicate of about 25 banking firms headed 
by J. P. Morgan & Company and the Guaranty 
Company of New York. The entire issue was 
over-subscribed within 15 minutes after the 
books were opened. The bond is listed on the 


New York Stock Exchange and is an attractive 
investment for a portion of one’s funds. 
Another bond that the average individual may 
buy for the disposition of a part of his invest- 
ment capital is the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
secured sinking fund 6s of 1968, selling on the 
New York Stock Exchange to yield a direct re- 
turn of over 6.65 per cent. The financial struc- 
ture of the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit Com- 
pany was thoroughly over-hauled two years ago 


and put in a sound condition. Earnings are 
showing a satisfactory increase and interest 
charges, ever since the reorganization, have 
exceeded the requirements by a comfortable 
margin. 

The bond is well secured by pledge of col- 
lateral. The whole transit situation in New 


York shows signs of a return to good health. 
The political biockade is beginning to weaken 
and the Fall may see changes that will mean 
higher fares, or, at least, a more sympathetic 
understanding of the needs of the transportation 
system. 

The Consumers Power Company 6 per cent 
preferred selling at about 96 to yield approxi- 
mately 6.25 per cent also offer an investment 
medium for those who want both safety and a 
satisfactory income. It is not listed, but has 
a ready market through any firm dealing in 
investment securities. This company serves the 
lower peninsula of the State of Michigan with 
electric light and power and gas, the population 
being upwards of 1,000,000. There are 34 elec- 
tric generating stations in the system, nearly 
all of which are inter-connected by high tension 
transmission lines, so that any or all may con- 
tribute to the supply, thus assuring uninter- 
rupted service at all times. The electric busi- 
ness accounts for between 75 and 80 per cent 
of the total revenues, and the gas business for 
the remainder, together with a minor portion 
from steam heating and water supply services. 
The territory covered embraces diversified in- 
dustrial activities numbering over 2,000 and 
presperous agricultural and urban populations. 

Demand for electricity is increasing rapidly 
and to meet this the company has in reserve 
sufficicnt waterpower sites to more than double 
its present hydroelectric capacity. During the 
war period, when so many public utility com- 
panies had difficulty in making ends meet, Con- 
sumers Power earned the divident requirements 
on its preferred stock more than twice over, 
and at the present time the dividends are being 
earned between three and four times over. There 
is an equity of $152 a share for each $100 share 
of stock outstanding.

RESERVES ATTACHED TO N.G. 


HE limitations which were imposed by 
Militia Bureau Circular No. 16, dated 
April 3, 1925. as to the number of Reserve 
officers that may be attached to National 
Guard organizations for joint training and 





instruction apply only to the inactive 
training of Reserve officers during the 
armory drill season and to their active 


training during the 15-day field training 
period. 

Subject to the approval of the National 
Guard commanders concerned, Reserve offi- 
cers may be attached to National Guard 
organizations without limitation as to 
numbers and grades for individual instrue- 
tion at the supplementary forms of train- 
ing, such as at small-arms target practice 
held at times other than during the annual 
field encampment. rifle camps of instrue- 
tion, and at the four-day schools. 

The procedure governing the attachment 
of Reserve officers to National Guard or- 
ganizations under the provisions of this 
circular and the termination of such at- 
tachment, as well as the status of the at- 
tached Reserve personnel, will be the same 
as prescribed in subparagraph 2a, ¢, and f, 
respectively, Militia Bureau Circular No. 
16, dated April 3, 1925. The provisions of 
subparagraph 2g of that circular will also 
govern.

AIR SERVICE IN DEFENSE TEST 


i> furthering plans for the observance of 
Defense Day on July 4, the War De- 
partment desires that the maximum use 
shall be made of the Air Service under the 
control of corps area commanders, and has 
issued instructions to this effect.

MARINE CORPS RESERVE 
REGULATIONS APPROVED 


THE Marine Corps Reserve regulations 
were approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy on June 18. The mission of the 
Marine Corps Reserve, according to the 
first chapter of the regulations, “Is to 
provide a trained force of officers and men 
available to serve as reinforcements to the 
regular Marine Corps in time of war or 
national emergency.” The Reserve is di- 
vided into the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve 
and the Volunteer Marine Corps Reserve, 
corresponding to the Naval Reserve. It is 
further divided into six classes, correspond- 
ing to the Naval Reserve. 

The following are eligible for appoint- 
ment as Commissioned officers in the Fleet 
Marine Corps Reserve: 

(a) Officers transferred from the old Reserve 
in accordance with the provisions of the act 
approved February 28, 1925. 

(b) Former officers and Reserve officers of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, and former 
officers of the National Army, who separated 
themselves from the military or naval seryice 
under honorable conditions and who, on the 
date of appointment, are not over 45 years 
of age. 

c) Men between 20 and 35 years of age who 
are graduates of the U.S. Military Academy or 
the U. S. Naval Academy and separated them- 
selves from the military or naval service under 
honorable conditions. 

id) Men between 20 and 35 years of age who 
have satisfactorily completed a four-year course 
in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps. 

(e) Men between 20 and 35 years of age who 
passed a prescribed examination. 

In specifying the ranks and grades that 
are authorized for the Reserve, the regu- 
lations set forth: 

There will be allowed in the Reserve the 
various ranks, grades and ratings corresponding 
to those in the regular Marine Corps, but not 
above the rank of major, except that a small 
percentage of officers, who may be required in 
higher grades or ranks for the recruiting, or- 
ganization, administration, training, inspection 
and mobilization of the Reserve, may be com- 
missioned in the grades of lieutenant colonel, 
colonel and brigadier general. All commissioned 
officers will be line officers. They may be de- 
tailed for aviation duties or for duty in any 
of the staff departments. 

Commissioned officers and warrant offi- 
cers of the Marine Corps Reserve take 
precedence among themselves, as do the 
Naval Reserves. 

Marine Corps Reserves will be adminis- 
tered by the major general commandant of 
the regular Marine Corps. The United 
States will be divided into four Reserve 
reas, corresponding to recruiting divisions 
of the Marine Corps, which will be in 
command of a Reserve area commander. 
His duties will correspond with those of a 
post commander of the regular Marine 
Corps. The official designation of officers 


and men of the Reserve will be the letters 
“U.S.M.C.R.” The system is provided for 
the transfer of the old Reserves to the 
new Reserves. There is also a_ provision 
for retirement of the Reserves. 

The regulations provide the 
instructions for organization, 
training, pay. ete. 

The pay, other than active-duty pay au- 
thorized for the Marine Corps, set forth 
in the regulations is as follows: First. 
Class 1, officers attached organized com- 
pany or unit above the rank of captain, 
not to exceed $500 per annum for satis- 
factory performance of duties. Second. 
below rank of major, one-thirtieth of 
monthly base pay for each drill, limited to 
pay for 60 drills in a fiscal year. Officers 
below rank of colonel, $240 per year addi- 
tional if commanding an organization and 
having administrative duties. Officers not 
attached to organized companies or larger 
units, above the rank of captain. not to 
exceed $500 per annum, and*below tie rank 
of major not to exceed four-thirtieths of 
monthly base pay per month for perform- 
ance of duties under the regulations. 

Enlisted men transferred to the Reserve 
previous to July 1, 1925, after 16 years’ 
naval service, and those who will be trans- 
ferred under the new act. one-third base 
pay plus permanent addition. Men trans- 
ferred to the Reserve after 20 years’ naval 
service, one-half base pay plus permanent 
addition. Enlisted men transferred to the 
Reserve with at least 20 years’ service, 
who first enlisted or reenlisted following 
the period of broken service, subsequent to 


necessary 
promotion, 


July 1, 1925, one-half base pay. Those 
who have obligated themselves prior to 


discharge to serve four years in the Fleet 
Reserve upon completion of enlistment, $25 
per annum, payable in advance. 

Men enlisting in the Fleet Reserve re- 
ceive one-thirtieth monthly base pay for 
each drill, limited to 60 drills. Pay and 
allowances for active duty is prescribed. 
There is no pay provided for officers and 
enlisted men of the Volunteer Marine 
Corps Reserve. 

The uniform of the Reserve is the same 
as the Regular corps, with the exception 
that “R” will appear on the coat collar 
and flannel shirt in addition to the “U.S. 
M.C.” of the Regulars.
